THE LAT Professor Baran's book 
was first published in 1957, and has 
py now become a classic of modern 
Marxist economics, an updated ex- 
pansion and elaboration of Lenin's 
“Imperialism.” One need not be an 
economist to be impressed ‘by his 
brilliant analysis of the mechanics 
of capitalist society. Baran’s major 
theme is the growing role of mono- 
polles, which develop as capitalism 
passes its adolescent stage, ard then 
block its further progress — stul- 
tifying economic growth, warping 
distribution of resources, prevent- 
ing income equality, causing waste 
and corruption, and ever-increasing 
social and political strains, both 
within the national states and 
among them. 

Baran, who taught for many years 
at Stanford University, departs from 
the original Marxist theory in that 
he does not expect the system to 
collapse, Instead he forecasts its 
decay — unless revolutions inter- 
vene, expanding the camp of social- 
ist nations. He shows why the poor 
Third World nations are likely to 
take a lead in the uprising. The cur- 
rent disarray and despondency in 
the affluent part of the world show 
that the “decay” Baran was talking 
about is to be taken sertously. 

Nevertheless, ‘Baran’s clarion call 
to replace capitalism by a Soviet 
type of regime has a hollow ring. 
For this, interestingly enough, he 
has been taken to task aven by some 
of the leading Marxist economists. 

Baran candidly described the 
cholee which people — and nations 
— are now facing as being between 
anarchic production, aimed at 
Pleasing the consumer, on the one 

and comprehensive planning, 
carried out in accordance with set 
Priorities’ and aimed at providing 
for people's genuine neods, on the 
other, But Planning, which for a 
Ume was felt to be a magic 
wand, has by now lost most of its 
spell.

Neither 
is one helped by the quotation from 
Marx; that “labour may be neees- 
sary without being productive.” As 
regards consumption, Baran admits 
that no criterla other than the 
People's wishes Is available. Never- 
theless he scoffs at the iden of 
“Sconxunier's sovereignty.” “The sole 
erlterion by which It is possible to 
judge the nature of o socio-econ- 
omle organisation, Its abllity to 
contribute to tha general unfolding 
and growth of human potentialities, 
1s objective reason." (italics in the 
original). 

The point may seem a minor one, 
but it is actually decisive. When 
Arguments fail, Reason itself, with 
a capital R — a veritable deus ex 
machina — comes to the rescue in 
objective form, And what {s the in- 
carnation of objective reason if not 
the Communist Party, more exactly 
its Central Committee? Behind the 
seemingly scholarly discuasion of 
some economic terminology, briaks 
the ugly face of Big Brother. 


MENNDE'S BOOK covers part of the 
ground traversed by Baran, provides 
an excellent analysis of tho econ- 
omic relationship between the rich 
and the poor nations, demolishing 
the myth about “development aid” 
provided for humanitarian reasons, 
Mende demonstrates that the ald is 
not only too small to be effective, 
but is also wrongly applied — be- 
cause it is subservient to the busi- 
ness and political interests of the 
donor countries, and is therefore 
mostly corruptive. It strengthens, 
rather than reduces, the poor 
nations’ submission to the rich ones, 
and bolsters the reactionary regimes 
dominating most of them, 

Like Baran, Mende warns of 
growing unrest in the Third World. 
Unlike Baran, he does not pin much 
hope on a proletarian revolution. The 
decistve factor, he feels, is likely to 
be mot a movement aiming’ at econ- 
omic improvement but “a world- 
wide, racially motivated, insurrec- 
tionary protest... It Js spreading, and 
It is fueled by greater awareness 
and by deepening pussion. For if 
people can get used even to physi- 
cal pain, they can never veconclle 
themselves to humiliation.” 

Mende urgues that the West's 
world-wide dominance has boen 
achieved on the one hand by crip- 
pling the other economies 80 ag to 
press them into an International 
division of labour suiting western 
purposes, but on the other hand by 
undermining the nations’ self-re- 
spect and forcing thom to ape the 
culture of thoir masters, 

“Tho transformation of whole so- 
ecleties, the destruction of time- 
honoured traditlons or the forcing of 
thom into the service of purely ma- 
terlal alma of Western insptration... 
have gradually even become identified 
with economic progress, Since all 
non-economic considerations were 
treated with impatient contempt, it 
was easy to overlook the price that 
was Imposed — cultural suicide.” 
The chasm between the ruling min- 
orities and the mass of the people 
in the poor countries la alao largely 
caused by the fact that the urban- 
ized rich have mentally attached 
themselves to alien Western values, 

Mende therefore expects the re- 
volt to take the form of self-im- 
posed Isolation, of breaking out of 
world commerce in order to de- 
velop economic and cultural 
autarky. “The desire to be released 
from imported stereotypes and im- 
posed ways of living, to return to 
a more comfortable and more se- 
cure national or cultural identity 
..may very well become the fas- 
cinating central theme of the con- 
cluding quarter of this century... 
Who could foresee the outcome of 
Islam's fateful struggle with the 
Imperatives of modern technology? 
In what kind of soclal framework 
might the Indians of South America 
recover their self-respect and ΓΒ- 
enter the malnstream of history?’

This 
ig an incomparably rich encounter, 
even though it presents serious prob- 
Jems from the literary point of view 
— problems of both style and con- 
jtent. In ‘those books I found the 
koy to the understanding of modern 
Hebrew literature and evon of our 
exialence hero, of Jewish uniqueness 
and destiny, even of the kibbutz 
{doa... 
Tn the firat year I attended clas- 
sea at the Hebrew University, and 
I spent the sacond year atudying 
with two yeshiva students (army 
veterans). I found ‘that the Univer- 
sity fosters a research approach and 
for \the most part doesn't get to 
the soul of things. As though, for 
example, you could learn the kib- 
putz at university! The traditional 
yeshiva way of atudy — learning 
in havrefa (companionship): in 
twosomes, In threesomes — was al- 
ways very individual, and advanced 
by today’s standards. Our general 
approach was to go to the sources 
themselves — that is: not learn 
avout things but learn the things 
themselves, get right to the things, 
drink from the wellspring and not 
from faucets,

YARIV BEN-AHARON, member of Kibbutz Givat 
Haim (Me’uhad), teacher in the Maagan Michael 
Regional School, novelist (“Hakrav,” on the 1956 
Sinai Campaign), member of the “Shdemot”

something dogmatic and frozen. Only 
by ae right inside it can you 
gee how much Judaism is an arena 
οἱ ongoing renewal and ongoing 
debate, a living organ, alive as the 
Jewish People, ancient and new. 

In this respect, our education res- 
tricted Itself, at best, to the Bible, 
Everything after the Bible was pre- 
sented to us a8 belonging to the 
Galut (xile). But there are here 
a thousand years of Mretz Yisrael 
creation --- ‘the creation of the 
Talmudic Sages, our encounter with 
Greece, Rome and Christianity, mo- 
numental developments all of which 
are reflected in the Jewish crea- 
tHons of the times, We learned all 
that as “history”; but the ideas, 
the living images and personalities, 
the soul of things — we got none 
of that. Then come 1,500 years of 
creation in Exile. In school we got 
8 amattering of Spanish Jewish 
poetry, but nothing of the under- 
currents, What Jews had created 
88 Jews In the countries in which 
we lived — philosophy, prayers, 
customs and mores — was virtual- 
fy out of bounds to us. 


THD DEEPER I got into all this, 
the stronger grew my feeling that 
what the Jewish people created 
after the Bible had more continulty 
and more richness in it than every- 
thing I knew of contemporary li- 
terature, both world and Hebrew 
literature. People are capable of 
finding themselves In literary crea- 
tlon. We are transformed when we live 
whet the dramatis personas are liv- 
ing. This applies to Jews as well as 
to others: the key to ἃ nation’s 
life Hes in tte wources. For us, then, 
it ls incumbent that we plumb the 
depths of Judaism, which is the lv- 
ing nucleus of our legacy. 

Tt fs diffeult for a contemporary 
to open himself up to a ren! en- 
counter with the profound ideas 
contained in our faith.

THH IDENTITY with which they 
tnled to stamp us: “kibbutanik,” 
“new Israeli”.— is no identity at 
all. The trademarks of the kibbutz 
way of life, for all thelr uniqueness, 
do not in themselves comprise a 
national-cultural identity, which 
can only be the product of mil- 
lenie. Every encounter with our 
national legacy mokes us humble 
before the wealth created by the 
generations who preceded us. 

The creation of the Jewish peo- 
Ple — Midrash, Aggada, Halacha, 
Philosophy, Kabbala, Hassidism — 
is so ramified and multi-faceted 
even quantitatively that a genera- 
thon Isn't enough to comprehend it. 
So a person approaching !t has to 
select, and lt is difficult to select 
without knowing.

In this respect, much Is being 
done in Isracl: reworking or tran- 
slations in vowelled, punctuated 
Hebrew of the Midrashim, the Mi- 
shna, the Zohar, the Talmud, There 
are also’ new editions of Hasaidic 
works. 


I CONCENTRATED on three things: 
the book I waa writing; material 
for “Shdemot"; and material for 
study and discussion groups 1 in- 
tended to conduct at home. 

I plan to get large numbers of 
people to read this ancient and 
marvellous Jewlsh Mterature, to fin- 
bibe and be revivified by it — for 
there ig nothing greater than it.

‘How this precious ald manuscript 
found its way into a leather museum 
ja an interesting story in Itself. Of- 
fenbach is a centre of the leather 
industry. In the first years οὗ 
World ‘War ΤΙ, German authorities 
organized an exhibition of outstand- 
ing German leather work in Offen- 
bach. The Darmstadt Haggadah has 
an artistic leather binding, and as 
such it was thought appropriate to 
include it in the exhibition as @ fine 
example of old German workman- 
ship. (In his “He’atid” article, Zim- 
Merman expresses the opinion that 
the binding was made by Jews.) 

It is worth noting, that the 
Leather Museum refused to return 
the Heggadah to the Darmstadt 11Ὁ- 
rary, holding the opinion, apparent- 
ly, that the binding is more impor- 
tant than the manuscript itself. 
Only after the intervention of the 
highest authorities in the State of 
Hesse was it returned to Darms- 
tadt, where it is now. Three years 
ago the German Publisher, Axel 
Springer, brought out an expensive 
facsimile edition.

Her aunt accepted the offer 
of the Swedish Government to be 
their guest while they recovered 
their ‘health and got back to 
normal. But after a month with 
Dvora, the woman decided that she 


was not her niece after all. That ἃ 


child must have perished with her 
parents, and this one was no kin of 
hers. So Dvora was placed in an 
orphanage with other homeless 
waits, all Jewish or presumed to be 
Jewish, and wanted withthem to 
go to Palestine. 

By 1949, when it seemed that 
they would soon be on their Ὑ 
she had graduated from hisk 
school and was working. She didn’t 
want to leave Sweden for yet 
another way of life. Her landlady 
was like mother to herand her 
lodgings were her home. She and 
aacoy were married from that 
house in: 1955. Yaacov was then 
oreman in a large firm. They pros- 
pered and expanded. 

Two sons were born, and Yascov 
had them circumsized by a doctor, 
He explained to Dvora that, though 
they were remote from Judaism, 
felt the rite to be a mark of respect 
towards his dead parents. Dvora 
had no objections: neither the 
Catholicism of her childhood nor 
her later Jewish instruction had 
made much impression; she want- 
ed whatever Yaacov wanted. _ 

It was in 1967 that Yaacov 
became suddenly aware that the 
survival of the Jewish people did 
in fact mean something to him. He 
fired ‘his wife and boys with ‘his 
own enthusiasm, and ‘they made up 
their minds to come to Israel. 
Yaacoy had known, ever since he 
started to try to find out the fate 
of ‘his father and brothers, that he 
had an uncle in Tel Aviv. Corres- 
pondence flew back and forth. It 
took along time and much affort, 
but they finally arrived here an 
went to a kibbutz. That experiment 
failed, mainly because of Dvora. In 
trying to make up to ‘her boys for 
her own deprived childhood, she 
hovered round them ‘ike an 
anxious hen. The idea of anyone 
else being responsible for even part 
of their development was unthink- 
able.

e other mixed couple at the 
table are golng to have more dif- 
ficulty with their children, though 
they don't know it yet, Although 
Hannah has learned all the mitzvot 
and is probably more knowledgable 
about kashrut than anyone in the 
company, her conversion was 
undertaken bya Reform rabbi; so 
their small daughter may one day 
have to g0 abroad to get 
Taarried, and their eleven-year-old 
son will not be able to take part 
in a minyan when he turns 
thirteen, though no doubt he will 
be called up for military service. 
Of course, if they get to feel too 
much like outcasts, they can al- 
ways get themselves ‘legally con- 
verted, or even go back to 
America. 


THE LAST FAMILY at the table 
provide an exotic contrast even to 
the “best” clothes that everyone 
has put on. The two women and 
the two teenage ers ‘are dressed 
in bright embroldered saris, their 
dark skins glowing against the 
vivid silks, White skull caps on the 
heads of the father and young 
son bring out the sparkle in their 
leep brown eyes. They love Pessah, 
as they do all festivals, and as a 
contribution to the feast they have 
brought a spiced, gingery lessert 
Popular in their family for gene- 
ratlona. 

They are farmers, skilled, in- 
dustrious and devoted. Their joy 
at being united with their own 
people is tempered by their under- 
standing that some of thelr people 
regard them as impure and will not 
admit them to full membership. 
Cut off from the main body of 
Jewish thought for more than a 
thousand years, striving hard to 
keep the commandments brought 
‘by Moses from Mount Sinai, cail- 
ing themselves “Sons of Israel" in 
a community that at best tolerated 
them with curiosity, they walted 
for the miracle that would restore 
the Land to the chosen people. 
And when it came, and they 

athered their folk and left the 
Gomes that had sheltered them for 
centuries, they found, not the 
expected arms opening to wel- 
come the returning exiles, but 
suspicious inquiries to find out ‘if 
they ‘bad kept all the rules, even 
those of whose existence they 
were ignorant, Since then, if a

For your tour of Jerusalem and 
then for a vivid recollection of that 
tour, you ought to equip yourself, 
in addition to the Weidenfeld Colour 
Guide, with the Shamis-Shalem 
Guide and the Baedeker. 

The Shamis-Shalem guide lacks 
none of the knowledge and love that 
Sylvia Mann's Weldenfeld Colo ur 
Guide possesses. However, it is more 
structured along conventional 
Zuidebook lines and therefore more 
useful to you as you walk through 
the city, telling you, systematically 
as it docs, exactly where to turn 
and describing exactly what you 
are looking at at each turn. An in- 
tegral and equally beautiful part of 
the guide are the many dozens of 
drawings by Brian Lalor, painter 
and erchitect who is Architect of 
the Temple Well excavations in 
Jerusalom, working on reconstrue- 
lions of buildings from the flrat 
century B.C.H. to the 16th century 
C.H. A splendid firat for the team 
that produced this book. 

The Baedeker should be read be- 
fore and after your tour of Jeru- 
salem, providing, as it does, a cen- 
tury-old backdrop to what you are 
seeing with the help of the Mann 
and Shamis-Shalem guides. It [5 ea- 
pecially faselnating to see what 
gome of the sites looked like a cen- 
tury ago, In the drawings, diagrams 
and maps reproduced here from 
Wilson's “Picturesque Palestine, 
Sinai and Egypt" (London, 1880). 


YOU WILL be happy to know, ac- 
cording to Baedeker, that “all mu- 
nicipal taxes throughout the Turk- 
ish empire having been abolished In 
1874, there is now no examination 
of luggage at the gates of the city.” 
You are also warned that “all the 
gates of Jerusalem are closed short- 
ly after sunset, with the exception 
of the Yafa Gate." There are two 
hotels, one owned by Moses Horn- 
stein the other by his brother Agron, 
where good French red wines are 
served and the food is generally 
good. The rooms are “smail, but 
aufficlently large for ordinary trav- 
eliers who are seldom in-doors.” 
There are also several hospices. 
Baedeker notes: “In the height of 
summer many of the inhabitanta 
camp outside the gates for the sake 
of the purer air," though “the trav- 
eller should not attempt this in 
spring, as the weather is then often 
bitterly cold, unless he is compelled 
to do 50 from geet of accommo- 
dation within the city. 

Carta has reissued the Baedeker 
by permission of Karl Baedeker, of 
Freiburg, Germany, present head of 
the famous guidebook firm and 
great-grandson (and namesake) of 
its founder, Another splendid 
achievement for Carta.

WHAT A BITTY that 1 was not 
Prevent at the great whve of 
allya from νὴ some 3,174 
years ago. What a write-up that 
Would hive made! What on-the- 
spot-drawings 1 could να dono. 
How exciting it would have been 
to report on undo meagre double- 
page about 40 years οὗ immig- 
rant experiences! 

As i ts, I becamo an expert 
on allya only much later and by 
immigrating several times: once 
as ἢ real life Yekkete just be- 
fore World War IJ, and twice as 
a journalist in disguise: in 1956 
as a Moroccan and in 1970 as ἃ 
dummy American. Last week, 
wanting to find out what happens 
in 1874 to a new immigrant 
from Russia, 1 accompanied two 
families from Lod to thelr final 
destinations ag a self-appointed 
volunteer. 


THE FIRST TIME 1 arrived b 
boat from Germany, with ἃ ki 
bag on my back and exhilara- 
tion in my heart, British offic- 
era checked my immigration 
papers, the so-called “certifi- 


In those days there were only 
two (official) ways to get one: 
as a “capitalist” (which would 
have required transferring an un- 
obtainable £1,000 to thig country) 
or_as a halutz. 

In preparation for this coveted 
latter status I left school and, 
instead, worked for eighteen 
months in Germany first, with a 
vegetable and fruit gardener who 
— lucky me — specialized in 
strawberries, and then on a farm 
where I gradually managed to 
squeeze milk out of suffering 
cows, 

Thus prepared to be a useful 
member of the Yishuv, I expect- 
ed no comforts but very hard 
work when 1 was agent from 
Balifa port to a new kibbutz, It 
had not even settled on ita own 
land yet. 

We were two girls and two 
boys who wero allotted ono room 
in a wooden hut. In answor to 
our fominine ‘protests {1 was ex- 
plaincd that such 6. mixed-sex 
atrangement would keep the room 
tidier, (Little did they know me!) 

My first job wag clearing a 
large field cf heavy stones, We 
ate bean soup avery day because 
it was oth filling and cheap, 
cooked on a primus, and planned 
with singlo-mindedness for our fu- 
ture settlement. A separate hut 
sorved as the only shower room 
for both sexes — at different 
tines, thal is.

Ayency and my own hutzpa, ἢ 
managed to become a North Af- 
rican immigrant for a eouple of 
days, Only two people from the 
Ageney were in the know. They 
provided me wilh false papers, 
entered my name on the list of 
Immigrants arriving on the 5.5. 
Jerusalem, and managed to got 
me inconspicuously into a cabin, 
whore I changed into my “work. 
ing clothes.” Then thoy left me 
to my fate. 

As Fadida Sultana, engaged, 
from Morocco, I felt rather 
frightened at flrst, sitting among 
my follow immigrants on the 
floor. Nobody spoke to me, which 
was rather lucky as my Arabic 
consists only of a few swear 
words, Later on, the little French 
I know stood me in’ good stead. 

Once inside the Haifa port 
building, I was motioned into a 
cubicle ‘behind a white curtain. 
This was the DDT station. I had 
to remove the colourful kerchief 
that covered my head, and, after 
recelving three white powder 
whsh’g (on my hair, into my 
louse, under my skirt) I was 
dismissed as sanitary. 

Walting long hours for our 
transport, I envied the other im- 
migrants thelr patience. In this 
respect I was unable to adapt 
myself. The only pleasant inter- 
ruption came when an official 
gave me a chit for a mattress 
and blankets that I would receive 
in my new home and— point- 
ing at my thumb — asked me 
to sign. 

Even though I was on my own 
I was one of_a group of fam- 
ilies sent to Farod, near Safed, 
as I had explained that my flan- 
pe would ‘be arriving by the next 
oat. 

How welcome we felt when our 
truck arrived at the cluster οὗ 
Nttle houses that evening. The 
“old” settlers, who had been 
there two days, ran alongside, 
waving and laughing.

HOW DIFFERENT was my “ar- 
rival” as a new immigrant from 
the United States in 1970. As 
before, I had prepared every- 
thing down to the last detail — 
answers to possible questions, 
clothes, even my halratyle. You 
wouldn't believe how intellectual 
I suddenly looked. 3 

The Jewish Agency and Minls- 
try of Absorption smuggled me 
into the line of new arrivals at 
Lod Airport as Pearl Steiner, 
born In Vienna (because of my 
accent), TV producer. 

Later that evening a few of 
ug academics were driven to the 
absorption centre. in ‘Ashdod, 
where we were supposed to stay

Beersheba. 

Tt {s, perhaps, excusable that 
the flat was nat ready: there 
has been a shortage of workers 
lately because of the war. But 
don’t they know in Lod whether 
a flat is available or not? 

TI felt very bitter about this, 
but the family had no strength 
left to care; they were half 
asleep. So we unloaded them and 
their luggage at a small hotel 
in a nol BY sireet in Beersheba

definition of Jewish identity is 
tantamount te being blind to 
the consequences of the past 
200 years of Jewish history.
